Article I - Name and Object 
This non-profit organization shall be known as 
the New Hampshire Numismatic Association. 

The objects of this association shall be to 
promote and encourage the science of 
numismatics by the study of coins, paper 
money, tokens, medals, and all other media of 
exchange, to cultivate fraternal relations 
among collectors and students; to assist and 
encourage collectors both new and old; to 
foster the interest of youth in the subject; 
and to openly show that numismatics is an 
educational, serious and entertaining pursuit. 

Article II - Membership 
The membership of this organization shall 
consist of senior members and junior members. 
Junior members shall be those members under 18 
years of age, on January 1, that year. 

Article III - Officers 
The elected officers of this organization 
shall be: a president, first vice president, 
secretary-treasurer, and corresponding 
secretary . 

A board of governors shall be constituted of 
the past presidents of this organization; and 
the presidents, or their representatives of 
the coin clubs of the state. 

The Board of Directors shall consist of the 
elected officers and the board of governors, 
all of whom shall be senior members in good 
standing . 

Members in good standing shall constitute the 
governing body of this organization, from 
which all officers shall be chosen. 

Article IV - Revenue 

The revenue of this organization shall be 
derived from the dues of its members, 
registration fees, bourse table fees, 
auctions, etc.. 

BY-LAWS 


The dues of this organization shall be $2.00 
per year for senior members and $.50 per year 
for junior members, payable January 1. Any 
member who fails to pay his dues before the 
April meeting shall be liable to suspension.

Life Membership: in lieu of annual dues, shall 
be available for $25.00. A special membership 
card shall be provided, preceded with the 
designation "LM" . Life membership fees shall 
be deposited in a special fund which may be 
drawn on in amount equal to annual dues of 
those members each year. 

Honorary Life Membership: may be elected by 
the membership at any regular meeting in 
recognition of services rendered N.H.N.A. or 
numismatics generally. Members receiving this 
award shall henceforth pay no dues and will be 
issued a special series of numbers preceded 
with "HLM" . 

Senior Life Membership: a member in good 
standing who has paid dues for ten or more 
years prior to age 75 may become a senior life 
member the year he is 75 by notifying the 
treasurer, and his membership shall be free 
from then on. He will retain his original 
membership number with the designation "S" 
following it. He will continue to receive the 
Nonagon as long as he notifies the editor each 
year that he wishes to receive it. 

Article II - Application for Membership 

Each member joining before June 1, 1963 shall 
be considered a charter member. 

Charter membership may be retained as long as 
dues are paid, and re-instatement may be made 
by paying back dues. After dues are 
delinquent for 3 years a charter member's 
number may be assigned to a life member. 

Article III - Election of Officers 
Officers are to be elected at the annual April 
meeting. They will assume their duties 
following that meeting. 

Article IV - Duties of Officers 
The duties of the officers shall be the same 
as are usually incumbent upon the officers of 
similar organizations. 

Article V - Regulations 
No officer, or committee member shall incur 
any expense over the amount of $200.00 in the 
name of the organization, unless the same has 
been authorized in writing by the executive 
board.

THE JEFFERSON NICKEL TURNS FIFTY 

Part one of two - Design and Issues 

The Jefferson nickel celebrates its fiftieth birthday in 
1988, but remains one of the most unappreciated and 
misunderstood issues in modern U.S. history. When properly 
studied and graded however, this series can provide some 
traditional collecting fun and may hold long-term investment 
potential . 

DESIGN 



The Jefferson nickel was first circulated in 1938 as a 
result of a design competition sponsored by the U.S. Mint. 
This contest was prompted by public sentiment against the 
Buffalo series which while beautiful, was plagued by 
troublesome striking and wear characteristics. In addition it 
had reached the minimum circulation period as mandated by 
Congress to change designs. 

The winner was a german-born sculptor named Felix 
Schlag . Unfortunately Schlag was permitted limited artistic 
license in creating the design as the basic elements were 
strictly delineated by Congress. In actuality, only the 
original obverse of his design remained as the reverse 
featuring Monticello endured severe editing. The resulting 
design survives pretty much intact today with the most 
significant changes involving the placement and enlargement 
of the mintmark on the wartime issues of 1942-45 and the 
addition of Schlag 's initials "FS" at the truncation of the 
bust in 1966. 

The current clamor for new coin issues seems to be 
focused on the Jefferson nickel as a likely first candidate 
for redesign. Speculation indicates that the Jeffersonian 
theme will be maintained, but that Schlag' s time-honored 
rendition will become obsolete. 

SERIES 

A complete set of Jefferson nickels comprises 131 issues 
including proofs, from 1938-present. This would not include 
the numerous striking and die varieties or errors. An 
unremarkable uncirculated set currently retails in the 
$180.00 - $220.00 range. Much larger prices are found for 
sets featuring sharply struck coins in pristine mint-state 
condition. Sets of this quality can easily command $1000 - 
$2000 in specialized collecting circles. 

Due to the lack of investor appeal, the Jefferson nickel 
has been very overlooked by many dealers and the opportunity 
to "cherry-pick" nice coins at reasonable prices still 
exists. In addition, many issues can still be found in 
circulation with the exception of the "silver" wartime issues. 


r 
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The 11 "silver" nickels issued from 1942-45 were 
actually composed of 56% copper, 35% silver and 9% manganese. 
Nickel was deemed a critical war material and was diverted 
from the coin program until after World War II. These 
wartime issues can easily be distinguished by the oversize 
mintmark; including the P for Philadelphia, located directly 
over the dome of Monticello. While becoming scarce in higher 
grades, a complete set of these coins can still be assembled 
for $50-$75 in uncirculated condition. 

The remaining business and proof strikes reflect the 
traditional mintmark located to the lower right of Monticello 
(1938-42, 1946-67) and its modern relocation to the obverse 
under the date (1968-present) . 

Mintage figures indicate only two rarities, the 1939-D 
and 1950-D. At 3.5 million and 2.6 million respectively, 
these coins remain very affordable to collectors of modest 
means . 


Several errors and varieties exist. Among the most 
notable are the 1939/doubled Monticello and Cents, 1942 D/D, 
1943/2 P, 1949 D/S, 1954 S/D, 1955 D/S, and the 1979 Type 1 
and 2 proofs. Many of these coins can be easily obtained in 
circulated grades for reasonable prices. 

The proof specimens span from 1938-42 (including a 
"silver" version) and were resumed in 1950-present. 

Featuring very limited mintages, virtually every proof can be 
obtained in pristine condition for under $100.00. The silver 
1942-P proof commands a premium in the $150-$400 range 
depending on condition. 


Counterfeits are very scarce and seem limited to the 
1944 issue, identified by lack of a mintmark. "Patterns" 
would include a version of the 1942-3 struck in nickel. Two 
proof presentation pieces were struck in 1966 to commemorate 
the addition of Schlag's initials and were presented to him 
as gifts. All other issues during the 1965-67 period were 
sharply struck business issues packaged in the "Special Mint 
Sets . "
